The Metropolitan bank, George 
I, Seney, president, was ,€m barraased by Nelson, 
Robinson & Co., composed of two sons and one 
Sousin law of seney. The Atlantic bank of Brook- 
lyn, wasamere offshot of the Metropolitan, and 
Waspractically owned and actually directed by 
Seney. The president of the Second natioual bank, 
John C. Eno, was the principal customer of half a 
dozen houses in the street. The Newark Savings 
institution wascarried down by Fisk & Hatch, who 
substituted fer its special deposit of $2,000,000 gov- 
ernment bounds, fuctuatiog railway and other se~ 
eur on which the bank could not readily 
It was the “‘ring’’ system of spoilatiou in- 
troduced into Wall street; nothing else.

firm. Of course somebody will have to repay these 
SUms to the innocent and simple investors, or 
Somebody will go to jail. But think of the gro~ 
fe‘queness of such financiering, and see how, in 
their new light, Fisk and Tweed grow to be quite 
Commonplace men.

Naturally, such a young man with such a bank 
behind him would be a victim worthy the efforts 
of stock gambling. At any rate, they gothim. He 
failed ignominiously and has alreday been swept 
violently aside and out of sight. It is now remem- 
bered of him only this—ihat he assumed several 
virtues he did rot possess, and had one which will 
be remembered to his credit; he was domestic and 
devoted to his family, Ais money was not squan 

dered like that of Fisk and Ward in the purchase 
of houses and jewelry for account of whom they 
cannot now remember, Ene’s infatuation was 
purely that of the speculator; his frenzy that of 
the gambler who feels that there is no greater sat. 
isfaction in life than that of losing, except that of 
winuing. 

T 1e facts of how Amos R. Eno managed to make 
good his s.n’s great losses reads like a romance 
stranger than any I know! The son confessed on 
Sunday, May lith. The father was first astonished; 
then mortified: then enraged, and finally was al- 
most heartbrokes at the revelation of the simul» 
taneous loss of his boy, his family name and his 
milions. He did not cnow what to do for twenty 
four hours, but calming down turned for support 
where he had cite ‘senght it before, and strangely 
enough Ww one mii suoger than himself.

personal attention to the bank’s affairs. Mr. Eno, 
Sr., while impetiently awaiting Phelps's arrival, 
had considered his legal responsibility as director 
and named it to Phelps in convereation. Mr. 
Phelps without hesitation declared that the entire

moral responsibility of ail the directors must be at 
once assumed, and that, chief of all, it was dua to 
Mr. Eno's name and reputation, the credit of the 
bank, the good of the genéral puvilic ana of all the 
other banksof the city, and of the hundreds of de- 
positors whose meney was attracted to the bank by 
his pame, that Mr. Euo should make good every 
dollaroi his son’s losses. The difference in dollars 
between the legal responsibility which the several 
directors had calculated and the 
moral obligations which Mr. Phelps now presented 
ed in his strongest language, was several millions. 
Mr. Eno’s own legal responsibility could not at the 
utmost have exceeded $180 000, but he wes, under 
Mr. Phelp’s view of the situation, called on for 
nearly four millions. Naturally there was a 
struggle. It would have been strange if there hed 
not been along and bitter contention between 
conscience and cupidity. Mr. Eno has tha general 
reputation of being a ‘‘close man.’’ Men who accu- 
mutate greai fortunes usually make that reputation 
at the same time. They do become close and cau- 
tious, and learn to love the wealth which they find 
to be their power, which represents iheir lives and 
and emphasises their success. But Mr. Eao has 
alfS the reputation of having made every dollar he 
possesses honorably: of being absolutely uprightin 
‘he strictest sense of commercial honor, with an 
old fashioned merchant’s idea of integrity, whose 
word was asgood and binding as his pond, It was 
this sort of stern character that young Phelps had 
toinfluencein this grave matter. He spent all 
day Tuesday with him, appealing to him by every 
consideration of justice, moral obligation, family 
pride and the wishes of all the other members of 
the family. It was perfectly true, as Mr. Eno said, 
that he was only one of the 
stockholders, and one of the 
directors having no actual responsibilities differs 
ent from the others. But it wes represented to 
him that the bank enjoyed its great credit, not 
because of the president, but because of its presi- 
dent’s father; and that while «no 
legal obligation attached to this, yet 
there was a  c2rtain mora) responsi-= 
bility to the depositors, many of them people in 
moderate circumstances, to whom the loss would 
cause fora time an untold amount of misery. Mr. 
Erno recognized this, and declared that he was 
perfectly willing, after the bank had 
failed, to provide for all the small de- 
positors and the charities out of his own private 
means. This would have involved an outlay of 
perhaps thie2-quarters of a mfilion or from that to 
& million anda half. The family hasbeen appeal- 
ing tohim ‘o do more. Amos F. Eno, his oldest 
son, who bas generally been regarded as an ex- 
ceedingly close business man, was the first toinsist 
with his father that their obligation went further, 
and that he would not be content to inherit money 
which came to him through their 
unwillingness now to make good 
every deficiency. To the everlasting 
honer of the family it should be remembered that 
every member of it, including even the daughters, 
whose private funds had been been swept away in 
the defalcaiion, took the tame ground end made 
the same appeal. The attitude ef the stern old 
father, however, was equally characteristic. He 
had right, he said, to rob his honest 
children in orcer that one who had 
been dishonest should be screened, 
Then he wes asked to think of the family neme, 
but higanswer was equally characteristic: 
family pame is all right, my name is all right, I 
earned my money honestly, every collar of it, and 
have always discharged every obligation. Thata 
son of mine should depart from my teachings will 
not affect my name or that of my honest children.” 
Throughout the whole day and until midnight the 
discussion and appeal went on, Phelps being 
pushed forwardat every turn to reinforce the ar- 
guments of the family. At last he got a 
eall for a meeting of the  directouw 
at the residence of Issac N Phelps, 
an old man and an invalid, now far past seventy, 
where it was supposed they could be entirely pri- 
vate. Here Mr. Eno took the ground that ifall the 
obligations of the bank were to be provided for the 
other directors should share their jast responsibi!- 
ty with him. fhe bank hada capital ot) $300.000 
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Mr Phelps 
was the first to agree to make up his share of this 
capital and surplus and to deliver it in notes o 
suitable sizes at the bank before 10 
o’cleck next morning. Isaac )606NCCGOPhelps 
agreed todotherame thing and ultimately, and 
after great opposition most of the other directors 
assented, some of them, however,only giving their 
notes and refusirgto make any exertions to put 
in money for immediate necessities. The capita 
and surplus of the bank being actually lost, this 
of course, was nota gift, since they wou!d have had 
todo the Sameanywayifthe bank were to goon 
even after winding up its affairs now; and they 
had their stock and surplus toshow forit. Waen 
the $900,.0.0 was secured in this way, there was 
g iil left 4 deficiency of nearly 
$3,000,000 ; which seemed to Mr. Eno 
more than he oughtto assume, orthan he had the 
right to take from what,in a very few-years, musi 
become the property of his honest children, 
Phelps thereupon offered to give $200.000 of this 
amount provided one ortwo of his fellow direc 
tors Would give equal sams, In some fashion or 
other the matter was finally brought toa head; 
the directors shook hands promisiug to meet each 
other at the bank the next morning with thir re- 
spective quotas of $90,000 in currency. and Mr, Eno 
agreed to make good all deficiency. It was after 
midnight on a stormy night when they paitid. 

The next morning at the bank the old man 
stood up liane an old Roman, not shielding or pre- 
tending to shield his criminal son. who had done 
far more harm already to him individually than 
to anybody else, but protecting every person who 
had placed faith in the bank. ‘A million to: day,”’ 
he said, “and a million a day fora fortnight, ifit 
is necessary.'* Secretary Folger crowded through 
the throng to congratulate him,and all were 
breathing easier when a dispatch came from the 
clearing house, The defaulting president, oaly a 
f.w hours before had made his last dig at the 
bank—his last stab at his father by signing his 
uame as president in the last hour before his forced 
resignation, to a check presented at the clearing 
house for,$90 000. Here was a new source of peril 
which had not been apprehended. It had been 
supposed that, after his confession of Sunday, 
there was no more to be feared trom him. The old 
man, stung and bewildered by this last thrust from 
histon, whom he had trusted, fairly broke down. 
“There is no telling,” he said, ‘how much more 
;yhere may be. Itis useless for us to go on in the 
dark.’’ ia the directors’ office there was 
silence for a moment or two, broken at last 
by Bank Examiner Scriba, who said, ‘Weil, then, 
I must order the shutters pulled dowa.’’ At this 
moment the run was at its height. Two long 
lines of depositors st.etched from the paying tellers’ 
windows to and across the pavement, and 
every cheque was being cashed on presentation 
with the utmost rapidity trained _ tellers 
could attain. Heritatingan instant to «ive the 
order, the bank examiner turned sain to Mr, 
Phelps: ‘Can you donothing? Itis’nt fair to ask 
you to go any further but perhaps you can suggest 
scmething.’’ Paelps iurned to the vencrable 
partner of his dead fatherand said, ‘‘Come, Mr. 
Eno, let's make another effort. I'l] take the halfof 
this risk with you.’’ In amoment it was reduced 
to writing, Phe)psand Eno sig ucd their names to 
it, and the danger was past. The ,bank remained 
open untilsix o'clock, paying ev.ry deposiior who 
erme and the run was over. 

Mr, Evo was probably worth at a low esiimaie 
$16 000,000 although he has been currently rated at 
about $20,(00 000 considering his age, the nature of 
his life. and the treach*rous character of the stab 
thusdealt him from his family circle, there can 
be no one to doubt his spiendid conduct. It Was 
only natura! that, gropingin the dark as to the 
extent of the realdanger, he should hesitate and 
somewhat slowly make his way to the tremendous 
sacrifice his sense of honor finally compelled. It 
is understcod now that the worst is known, 
taet the directors and stockholders merely 
make good their impaired capital and surplus, 
having the restored bank to show for it; and that 
Mr. Eno assumes all other responsibilities, with 
nothing te show forit. He thus takes from what 
must bein the course of nature iu a few years, go 
to the rest of his children, more than one fourth 
of his entire property, ths accumulation of seventy 
years, in order, solely, that no one who deposited 
in his son's bank because of the father’s life long 
reputation for integrity, can ever say that he had 
lost byit. Hisnameis deserved, it is in every: 
body’s mouth, and praise for him is all that is 
heard. Nobody thiaks now of calling him mean 
or close, 

As for William Walter Phelps and his part in 
this important transaciion, he tried at first to keep 
itasmuch as possible out of the papers, and hes 
until now suceeeded. The oaly praise 1 have heard 
ofas being awarded to Phelps was in a letter of 
John A;Stewart, president of the United States 
Trust ¢ompany: “If Walter Phelps lives to be a 
hundred years old he will never again have the 
opportusity of doing so big a service to this com- 
munityand indeed to the country as he did last 
Tnesday.

on purely circumstantial evidence, to answer 
for the crime, and his conduct under arrest 
has strengthened suspicion as to his guilt. 
To-day a novel experiment was tried, at the 
suggestion of Dr. Huidekoper, professor of 
veterinary surgery at the university of Penn- 
sylvania, who is a firm believer in animal 
instinets. Deiterie’s favorite horse, who has 
not been taken from the stable in some time, 
was harnessed te a« light wagon and driven 
to Germantown by the eminent surgeon, 
Coroner Powers and a detective.

BROOKLYN, May 18.—[{Special|—Dr. Tal- 
preached to-day in the Brooklyn 
tabernacle, in continuation of his series of 
serinons onthe popular questions of the day.

The subject of the sermon was ‘*Pestiferous 
Literature’ and the text was E cclesiastesxii, 
12: “Of making books there is no end.”’ 

True in the time so long B. C., how much 
more true in the time so long A. D ? We see 
so many books we do not understanc what 
a book is. Standiton end. Measure it, the 
heighth of it, the depth of it, the length of 
it, the breadth of it. You cannotdoit. Ex- 
amine the papers and estimate the pro- 
gress made from the time ofthe impression 
on elay and then on the bark of trees and 
from the bark of trees to papyrus and from 
papyrus to the hide of wild beastsand from 
the hide of wild beasts on down until the 
miracles of our modern paper manuiactories, 
and then see the paper white and 
pure as an infant’s soul waiting for God's 
inscription. A book! Examine the type of 


it. Examine the printing of itand see the 
progress from the time when Solon’s lass 
were written on oak planks and Hesiod’s 
poems were written on tables of lead and the 
Sinaitic commands were written on tables 
of stone, on down to Hoe’s perfecting print- 
ing press. A book! It took ail the universi- 
ties of the paet, all the martyr fires, all the 
civilizations, all the battles, ail the victories, 
all the defeats, all the glooms, all the bright- 
enesses, all the centuries to make it possible, 
A book! It is the chorus of the ages, it is the 
drawingroom in which kings and qaeens and 
orators and poets and historians aud philoso- 
phers come out to greet you. If I worshiped 
anything on earth | would rye gen if I 
burned incens: to any idol I would build an 
altar to that. Thank God for good books, 
healthful books, inspiring books, Christian 
books, books of men, books of women, books 
of God. The printing presi is the mightiest 
agency on earth for good and for evil. The 
minister of the gospel standing in a pu’ pit has 
a responsible position, but I do not think it 
isas responsible as the position of an editor 
orarpublisher.

I do believe 
the Lord in‘ends the printing press to be the 
chief means fur the world’s rescue and evan 
gelization and I think that the great last bat- 
tle of the world will mot be fought with 
swords or guns, but with typesand presi—a 
purified gospel literature trlumphing over, 
trampling down and crushing out forever 
that whichis depraved. The olny way to 
fight a bad book is by printing a good one. 
The only way toovercome unclean newspaper 
literature is by scat'erinog abroad that which 
is healthful. May God speed the cylinders of 
an honest, intelligent, aggressive.

| have to tell you this morning thatI be- 
lieve that the greatest scourge that has ever 
come upon this nation has been that of un- 
clean journalism. It hasits victims in al! 
occupations and departmeats, It has helped 
to fill insane asylums, and penitentiaries 
and almshouses and dens of shame, The 
bodies of this infection lie in the hospitals 
and in the graves while their sou's are being 
tossed over into a Jost eternity, an avalanche 
of horror and despair. The London plague 
was nothing toit. That counted its victims 
by thousands, but this modern pest has al- 
ready shoveled its millions into the carnel 
house of the morally dead. The lengest rail 
train that ever ran over the Erieand Hudson 
track was not long enough or large enough 
to carry the beastliness and the putrifaction 
which have gathered up in the bad books 
and newspapers of this iand in the last twen- 
ty years. Now itisamidst such circumstances 
that I put the questions of overmastering im- 
portance to you and to your families. W hat 
can we do to abate this pestileace’ What 
books and newspapers shall we read’ ‘ou 
see I group them together, A newspaper is 
ooly a book in aswifter and more por 
table shape and the same rules whic apply 
to book reading will apply to newspaper 
reading. What shail we read? Saalt our 
minds be the receptacle’ of evefything that 
an autbor basa wind to write’ Shall there 
be pu distinction between the tree of life and 
the tree of death? Saall we stoop down and 
drink out of the trough which the wicked- 
ness of men has filed wih pollation and 
shame? Shall we mire in impurity and chase 
fantastic will-o’-the-wisps across , tbe 
swamps when we might walkin the bloom- 
ing gardens of Goa? Oh, no. For the sake 
ofour present and everlasting welfare we 
must meke an intelligent and Caristian 
choice, 

Standing as we do chin deep in fictitious 
literature, the firs: question that many of the 
young prople areasking me is: “Shai we 
read novels?’ Lreply, there are novels that 
are pure, good, Christian, elevating to the 
heart and ennobling totbe life. Batl have 
still farther tosay that I believe three-fourths 
of the novels in this day are baneful and de- 
structive to the last degree. A pure work of 
fiction is bistery and poetry combined. It 
isa history of things around us with the 
licenses and the assumed names of petry. 
The\world can never repay the debt which it 
owes to such fictitious writers as Hawthorue 
and Landor and Hunt and others whose 
names are familliarto all. Tbe follies of 
high life were never betterexposed than by 
Miss Edgeworth. The memoriesof the past 
never more fathfully embalmed than in the 
writings of Walter Scott. VCowpers bovels 
are heaithfully redolent with tne breath of 
the seaweed sad the airof theA merican forest. 
Charles Kingsley bas smitten the morbidness 
of the worid and lead a great many to appre- 
cia‘e the pceetry of sound heaich, strong 
muscles and fresh air. Toackeray did a grand 
work in caricaturing the pretenders of gen~ 
tility and high blood. Dickens has built jis 
own monument in bis books which are an 
everlasting plea for the poor and the anathe 
ma of injastice. Now leay books like these, 
read at right times and in rg%t proportion 
with other books cannot help but enno>iing 
and purifying. Butalas for the loathsome 
and impure literature that hes come upon 
this country in the shape of novels like a 
fresbet overflowing all the ks of decency 
and common sense. The coming, with 
the recommen dation of sume of our religious 
newspapers.

I 
charge upon it the destruction of ten thous 
and immortal souls and I bid you this morn- 
ing to wake up to the marnitade of the theme, 
I shall take al! the world’s literature, good 
novels and bed, travels true or false, 
nistories faithful and incorrect, legends 
beautiful and monstrous, all trac’s, all 
chronicles. all epilogues, all family, city, state 
national libraries and pile them up in ® 
pyramid of jiteratare and then I shail bring 
to bear upon it some grand, g'orious infallible 
unmistakable Christian principles God 
help me to speak with reference to the 
account I must at last render. God help you 
to listen. 

I charge you, in 
stand = aloof from s__ all books that 
give faise pictures of human. life, 
Life is neither a tragedy nor # farce. Men are 
not all either knaves or herces. Women are 
neither angles nor furies, And yetif you de- 

nded upon much of the literatare of the 

ay you would get the idea that life, instead 
of being something earnest, something prac- 
tical, is a fitful and fantastic and extravegant 
thing. How poorly prepared are that young 
man and woman for the duties of to-day who 
spent last night wading through briiliant 
passages descriptive (of magnificent knavery 
and wickedness. The maa will be looking 
all day long for bis heroine in the tin shop, 
by the forge or in the factory, in the counting 
room, and he will not find her and he will be 
dissatistied. A man whoxives himself up to 
the indiscriminate reading of novels witli be 
nerveless, insaneand a puisance. He will 
be tit neither for the store, nor the shop, nor 
the field. A woman whogives herself - to 
| the indiscrimina’e reading of novels wiil be 
unfitted for the duties of wife, mother, sister, 
daughter. There she is, hair dishevelled 
countenance vacant, cheeks pale, han 
trembling, bursting into tears at midnight 
over the woes of some unfortunate. In the 
daytime, when she ought to be busy, staring 
by the half-hoar at nothing, biting ber fiager- 
nails to the quick. The carpet that wes plain 
before will be plainer after having through a 
romance all night long wandered in tessela- 
ted hal!s of castles and your industrious com- 
panion will be more unattractive than ever, 
now that you have walked in the romance 
through parks with plumed princesses or 
lounged in the arbor wita the polished 
desperado. Oh, these confirmed novel-readers} 
They are unfit for this life, which is tremen- 
dous descipline. They know not how to gq 
through the furnances of trial where the 
must pass, and they are unfitted fora worl 
where everything we gain we achicve by hard, 
long, continuing and exhaustive work, 

Again, abstain from all those books which, 
while they have some good things about them, 
have alsoan admixture of evil, You have 
read books that bad the two elements in 
them, the good and the bad. Which stuck 
to you? The bad! The heart of moz’ peo- 
ple is like a seive, which lets the 
small particles of guld fall through but keeps 
the great cinders. Once in a waiile there isa 
mind like a loadstone, which, plunge amidst 
steel and brass fiilings,gathers up the stee! and 
repels the brass. But it is generally just the 
opposite. If you attempt to planged through 
a hedge of burrs to get one blackberry, you 
get more burrs than blackberries; you cannot 
atford to read a bad book however good you 
are. You say ‘‘The iofluenceis insignifisant,’’ 
[ tell you the scratch of apin has sometimes 
produced the lockjaw. Alas if through curi- 
osity, as meny do, ycu pry intoanevil book, 
your curiosity is as dangerous asythat of the 
man who should takea torch into a gun powder 
mill, merely to see whether it would biowa 
ornot. In the menagerie in New York a 
man put his hand through the bars of a olack 
leopard’s cege. The annimal’s hide iooked 
so sleek and bright and beautiful. He just 
stroked it once. The monster seized nim 
and he drew forth a hand torn and mangled 
and bleeding. Ob, touch not evil, even with 
the fanitest stroke; though it may,be gitoags 
and beautiful touch it not, lest you pul! fort 
your soul torn and bleeding under the clutch 
of the black leopard. ‘‘But,” you say, “how 
can I find out whether a book is good or bad 
without readinz it?’ There is always some 
thing suspicious about a bad book. I never 
knew an exception. Something suspicious 
in the index or the style of the illustration. 
This venomous reptile almost always carries 
a warning rattle. 

Again I charge you to stand off from al] 
those books waich corrupt the immagina- 
tion and iuftiame the passions. 
now tothatkindof a book which the yi- 
lain has under his coat waiting for the sckoe)} 
to be out and theo looking both ways to see 
that there is no policeman around the block, 
otfers the book to your son on his way home. 
I do not speak of that kind of literature, but 
that which evades the law and comes out in 
polished style and with acute pilot s.unds 
ihe tocsin that rouses up all the baser pag- 
sions of the soul. Yearsfago a French lady 
came forth as an auctboress ander the awsuam- 
edname of George Sand. She smoked cigars, 
She wore gectlemen’s apparel. She s epped 
otf bounds of decency. She wrote 
with astyle ardent, eloquent, mighty in its 
gioom, horrible in its unchasity, glowing 
in its verbiage, vivid in its portraiture, damn- 
ing in i's effects, transfusing into the libra 
ries and homes of the world an evil that has 
not even begun to relent, and she has her 
cooyists in all lands. Todsey under the 
nostrils of your city there is a fetid, reek- 
iog unwashed literature, enough to poison 
ali the fountains of pubiic virture and smite 
your sons and daughters as with the wing of 
a destroying angel, anditistime the minis.

What Some North Carolina Gir's Have Done, snd 
Wheat Some @ orgia Girls Might Do-Sanc- 
ford Wells Deposit ta James's Gank~ 
How He fold the Stcry Mims. 


“What shall we do with our girls?” [ have 
heard a good many fathers ask that ques‘ion. 
I dont mean rich fathers who have no anx-: 
jety about their daoghters, bat [ allude to 
folks in the middle walks of life whose 
daughters bave had an education and the 
fatber has nothing else to give them. What 
is a poor girl to do when she quits school or 
comes home from college. It is right hard 
for her to descend from the beautifal heights 
of astronomy und the fields of history and 
botany and the chambers of music down to 
the drudgery of housekeeping and sewing and 
darning and patching oldclothes. But sup- 
pose she is a good dutiful girl and is 
todo that and more, the question is what 
cant she do better.

does it amount to and 
Oant she take hold of something that willex- 
cite her ambition and interest her and make 
her some money. Girls are just human and 
they want to do something. Giris who do 
not marry and whose fathers are poor will 
need some money after while when the roses 
begin to fade,the roses on their cheeks. Some 
are independent enough to go to millinery 
and dressmaking, but this gives employment 
to but a few. Some paint flowera and do fancy 
work and sell what they make, but not many 
have the gift of g+nius in that Jine and so the 
question still comes up what. can the clever 
country girls do to mukeal‘ving for thems 
selves and feel independent. ree 

Not long ago I was over in eastern North 
Carolina and I found the question answered 
in some places, | found sowe nice well edu. 
cated girls cultivating smali fruits and vege- 
tables for market. They. dident pluw the 
ground but they planted and hoed and weed- 
ed and gathered the crop. I saw an acre of 
strawberries that two sisters had planted and 
they made a frolic of it, that is they went at 
it with a will and took a lively happy interest 
in it and they gathered 4,000 quaris and said 
they would get a thousand more and they 

acked them in the little baskets and the 

skets into crates and sentthem north and 
their sales bad averaged 30 cents a quart. 
Their total expenses tor hire of help and cust 
of baskets and freight to market was $200 and 
this left a thousand for their work «und watch- 
ing and constant care. Well those girls are 
proud and independent. Their father bad 
tive acres and he was making money—a govud 
dealof money. I never saw anicer business 
nor one so simple andsure. The land was 
poorand sandy. The rows three feet apart, 
when the plauts get well seta piow opens a 
furrow close by von each side and ths furrow 
is nearly filled with cotton seed and then the 
earth is thrown back on the cotton seed, alter 
that the vines are mulched with pine struw 
and that is ali, | never saw vines as smali o1 
berries as numerous, I counted 240 on one 
plant. They laid on one another. This vine 
had been picked tree timesand there were 
240 left. they frequently picked a quart 
from 3 p’ants and leit many not ripe. ihey 
pick tili 8 o’clock in the morning and the girls 
averaged 15 quarts by that time. They be- 
gn again-ac4dintheafternoon and get 15 
quarts more. When they hire pickers they 
ay 2’, cents a quarttogiris and ~ cents to 
oys tur the girls are more careful aad do not 
mash the berries nor spiilthem end do not 
eat every big nice one they come across, 

But thisis notalil. These girls bave got a 
crop of raspberries just behind and they wil! 
make two or three hundred dollars 
off of them and they are grows 
ing currants and goose berrie and 
talk about going into potatoes and beans 
and grapes and ail that, well why not. Fruit 
growing is @ nice business for giris and so in 
raising vegetables. Those girls have the ad 
vantage of ours for the market is nearer, but 
I have never seen the time that nice straw- 
berries couldent be sold,at home for 20 cents 
and that will make lotsof money, And tuen 
again the exercise is so good for their health 
and the occupation is so cleanly and delicate 
and suits their nimble and delicate fingers so 
well. Woman was the first gardener we read 
about, that is to say she was the first to pick 
the fruit and | have always thougot sheocugnt 
to have been forgiven, for her first thought 
when she found the fruit good was togive her 
husband some. But he like an old rascal 
weat and laid allthe blame on her and tried 
to get out of the scrape. Now thereisa 
chance for our girls to make some money. 
Let them try asimal!l patch, say one-fourth of 
anacre. Plantout in August and havea 
good crop of fruit nex: spring. It can be 
done. I heard a Nashville man say that two 

ears ago there was no such business around 

ashviile as growing berries for northern 
markets but now there was 150 bushels Ship- 

dad:y from one town, the town of Frank- 
lin, and they neticd 20 cents a quart or six 
dollars a bushel and the girls did mus: o! the 
work. | wish the dear creatures were a)) rich 
enough to live without work and only had to 
work when they felt like it, and | never see 
ladies of culture and refinement doing drudg- 
ery but what itsbocksmy humanity and | 
want a society es'ablished for the prevention 
ofcrueity toanze’s’ Bat work is the com- 
mon lotfor man and for woman too and | 
reckon they are happier for it. 

] was ruminating over these things to day 
when | met Sanford Beil on the train. Sip- 
ford, the old reliab!e conductor whom every- 
body knows and everybody loves, and we got 
to tatking about the times and the crops and 
when I mentioned John H. James and _ his 
bust up Sanford said yes that is mighty bad 
on James and bad onthe poor fellows who 
had their money in his bank. He had a

Banks established 
for individual gain are not savings banks in 
the now common acceptation of the term, 
whether they receive.smail'! deposits 
mot. A charter for a real savings bank 
will be applied for and probably ob 
tained when the legislature meets, and we 
believe the best men in the community can 
be induced, out of a desire to benetit their

If we buy 
the island we would be keeping at least 
$50,000,000 at home which is now sent to 
Spain and other countries through the hands 
of the Cubans. The acquisition of the island 
would also reduce taxation very materially, 
and there is scarcely any way that the matter 
can be looked at without showing econom- 
ic advantages.

‘Are notthe snipping arrangement better than 
they were last year? 

‘Very much better. There was lack of organiza 
tion last year For exsmple,!I receiveda telegram 
oue day in Valdosta that 99 Cars of melons had 
been receivedin Cinciunati that day. In spite of 
this 28 cars lefi Valdosta that very 
evening for Cincinnati. That of course was 
suicidal and will mot be repeated  thi-x 
year. The melon growers have selected MrJs8 
Davis of Albany, as their distribu ing agent. He 
will have headquarters in Atlanta, aud will re- 
ceive daily from our agents in 249 cities that have 
been selected to ship to the exact number of 
melons reccived at each one of these places and 
the exact condition of the market, If he fird, that 
one city bas received more ;then two Car loads 
of melons which is all that it will 
need for three days he will prevent auy other Cars 
being khipped to that point. In other words he 
will distribute the crop just ae it is needed, putting 
the cars as they leave Atlanta to poinis where the 
fewest melons have been shipped. Another mis 
take that will be corrected is this. Last ycar the 
first melons were sbipped tothe norihwest. They 
reached there when the people were actually 
wesrivg fi :muels and overcoaisand it goes without 
sayiug that nobody wantsa water melon excep! 
in hot weather. Consequently, the first melons of 
the crop were virtuai/y lost by being put into 
northerly markets whereit was too cold io allow 
them to be sold. This year the first melons wi | be 
sent to the southern t»wnsand kept out of vorth 
ern markets until thee weather ‘s such as to de- 
mand them.’’ 

THE MELON POPULATION OF THE NORTHWEST. 
“Whbatis the population of the 249 ci:ies selected 
by the melon growers’ easscciaiion in the north.

SmaLL Orcwarps —Every farmer should 
have an orchard ofsome kind, made up of 
such fruits as he finds to succeed in his 
region, butit will not pay, as a rule, for 
general farmers to go into fruit-raising on a 
very large scale, On a large scale it must be 
a business to itself, as it requires a man’s 
whole attention. So says the Prairie Farmer, 
adding that small orchards, intended mainly 
to furnish a generous supply of wholesome 
fruit for the farmer's family, will be found 
much more satisfactory on the whole than 
large undertakings, for they can be managed 
Witboat interfering with other farm work to 
apy greatextent. Weareall apt to take a 
little more pains with that which is intend- 
ed for our own particular use and we feel 
More interest in the welfare of the few trees 
that are to furnish us with our yearly supp!y 
Ol fruitthan we would in raising for the 
market, where it is on'y a question of dollars 
and cents, ranking thesame as a wheat or 
cotton fieldin our calculations of loss or 
gain.
